East indicated that American cas 
ualties in the Yellow sea action of 
Korea were "light." 


The North Korean Communis 


radio had said that six America 
vessels, most of them destroyers 
were sunk. 


The navy said here it had n 


report of any troop landing typ 
ship or craft being involved in th 
heaviest surface bombardment 
the vital Inchon port area 
sine 


the beginning of hostilities. 
Thi 


was in comment on Communist n 
ports, as heard in Tokyo, indicat- 
ing that an amphibious landing had 
ijeen tried unsuccessfully. 


The spokesman 
said 
that ob- 


viously the North Koreans had im- 
proved their shore defenses along 
the coast leading to Seoul, of which 
Inchon is the port. 
Earlier in the campaign, he re- 


called, British and American de- 
stroyers reported exchanging fire 
with gun batteries ashore. 


No previous bombardment of the 


west coast, howeypr, has resulted 
in any damage to Allied ships. 


The navy declined to speculate 


on the timing or reason for the 
bombardment of Inchon by cruis- 
ers and destroyers. 
The spokes- 


man indicated, however, that the 
best way to find out what shore 
defenses the enemy has is to get 
in close. Shore batteries can easily 
bjg hidden or camouflaged to make 
detection from the air difficult.

Pittsburgh, Sept. 14, —(if)— The

"Spirit of St. Louis" passed a stop 
signal just before s t r. i k i n g the 
troop traiii"last-,Monday, near Co-j 
shocton, Ohio. 


Eller also "guessed" his ex- 


press train was running at about 
50 miles per hour at the time of 
the crash in which 33 members of 
Pennsylvania's 
recently- federal- 


ized 28th division were killed. 


More than 50 other soldiers

the troop train were hurt but no 
one on the passenger express wa.s 
injured.

Cost of Living 
Index May 
Mean Much 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Sept. 14 — (JP)— The 


cost of living index, put together 
by the government every month, 
is going to mean a lot to every- 
one. 


It already means a great deal to 


hundreds of thousands of workers; 
For example: 


The big auto makers 
and the 


CIO auto workers' union have con- 
tracts directly tied 
in with the 


living cost index. 


If the index goes up, the work- 


ers get a little higher pay. If 
it 


goes down, they get a little less. 


But now the living cost index, 


which has always been an import- 
ant economic weathervane, w i l l 
have an effect on everyone. 


If people s t a r t to scramble 


around for, goods that get 
scarce 


during re-arming, t h u s boosting 
prices, or if business men unnec- 
essarily raise prices, those 
price 


increases will show up in the in- 
dex. 


And if they jump up too much, 


the government will slap on price 
and wage controls. 


The government's bureau of la- 


bor statistics puts the index to- 
gether. It's done this way: 


The bureau is 
made 
up 
ol 


people working for it in c i t i e s 
around the country. They have to 
do their job over and over every 
month. 


They go into stores checking on 


prices charged for food, clothing, 
furniture. They •check on the rents 
people have to pay, and they 
check on services: Such as doc- 
tors' fees and electric light bills. 


On food prices a check is made 


in 54 cities. .Thirty-four of these 
cities are checked for food plus al! 
the other things. 


These prices are sent into the 


bureau's Washington office where 
a staff goes over them. 


The prices are averaged 
iul 


and thus show the average cost oi 
living in large cities. The bureau 
| doesn't claim that the index is a 


complete measure of living costs. 
It calls the index the "consum- 
ers' price index" and says it 
measures the prices paid by mod- 


erate-incomc families in l a r g e 
cities. 


The averaging out is not quit? 


as Simple as it sounds, for 
the

figures aren't simply bundled to- 
gether and an average struck, 
items altogether are 
checked —- 


have too be figured 
in

average living costs. 


For example: People buy more 


butter than cheese. So butter .has 
more importance in a family's liv- 
ing costs every month. 


Therefore, butter is "weighted" 


in arriving at an average. The 
price paid for butter, is more im- 
portant than the price 
paid for 


cheese and alowance is made for 
that in assembling the index. 


A question comes to mind here: 
In deciding whether living costs 


are going up or down, what does 
,he government use as a starting 
point? 


The so-called base period is the 


average cost of living in the 1935- 
39 period. 


So if living costs 
are 
greater 


now than in 1935-39, they're up. M 
;hey are lower than in that per- 
iod, they're away down. 


The 1935-39 period is taken as 


100. The last index — for ,July— 
showed l i v i n g costs. at 172.5. 
Which means: Living costs in July 
were 72 1-2 per cent higher than 
in the 1935-39 base period. 


They had risen from 170.2 in, 


June, when the Korean

started, to that 172.5 in J u l y , 
when some panic buying started.
